U will be noticed on examination 


that sonxe ears ol corn huve rmu'i | 
deeper and wider grains than others. 
In fact, it is easy to make uiree 
grades by shelling the ears E,8pama ' 
ly: namely, large, middle and small 
kernels. In many cases two grams 
of the large corn will occupy us much 
space as tour grains of the smaller. 
Also, on the same ear It will bo found , 
that the large irregular grains at the! 
butt of the ear may bo two ot three > 
times as large as smaller grains near I 
the tip. Hence it will be readily seen' 
that unless this corn is graded it VkM! 
be Impossible to secure a planter that 
would plant a -uniform number of 
grains per-hilK 


However, if the corn is graded as 


shelled it- Wil be impossible to select 
plates for each grade, so that a uni- 
form number ofrgraind por hill can be 
planted. There are graders on the 
market that' wilt do this.
